Francis Childs was born in Philadelphia on October 
23, 1763. At an early age he showed an interest in the 
printed word and became the protege of John Jay, who 
sent him to school at Esopus, New York. He was 
apprenticed to the Philadelphia printer, William 
Dunlap, the first printer of the Declaration of 
Independence, who treated him badly. At the age of 
twenty-one Childs went to New York, hoping to go 
into business for himself. He wrote to Benjamin 
Franklin, then in Paris, and suggested a partnership. 
Franklin's slow affirmative reply arrived in February 
1785, too late for the impatient Childs who followed his 
own urgent plans and founded the city's second news- 
paper, the New York Daily Advertiser. By a mere week 
he missed being the first publisher of a New York City 
newspaper, but his was the first daily newspaper in 
America. 

When Franklin returned from France in 1786, he 
brought with him the type he used in his private press; 
and, to fulfill a promise, sent Childs fonts of type which 
he needed. In return Childs signed an agreement of 
payment, which he dishonored. 

On July 2, 1789 Childs entered a partnership with 
John Swaine, who had also learned his craft under 
William Dunlap. On July 27, 1790 Childs was made 
printer to the State of New York on a retainer of £500. 

On January 11, 1791 Childs and Swaine published in 
broadside the first census of the State of New York, 
which stated that its population was 319,627 including 
the city's population of 30,022 and 2,263 slaves. 



In 1789 Childs and Swaine sought and received 
government printing contracts. Swaine dropped out of 
the partnership in 1794. Two year later the Daily 
Advertiser was formally taken over by John Morton. 
Little more is known about Francis Childs. Evidently 
he was prosperous, for on February 23, 1801 he and his 
wife transferred the ownership of the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard to the United States for a token fee of five dollars. 
He died in Burlington, Vermont, on October 12, 1830. 

Shortly after the dissolution of his printing partner- 
ship with Francis Childs, John Swaine died on 
November 7, 1794 at the age of thirty- two. 

It is strange that John Swaine's name appears in this 
volume as the partnership had been dissolved and 
Swaine was dead by the time the volume was printed.

A petition of Mofes Myers, of the borough of Nor« 
folk, in the ftateof Virginia, was prefented to the Houfe 
and read, praying to be exonerated from the payment 
of the duties accruing on certain goods which he im* 
ported, and which, after entry thereof made, were funk 
and damaged by the overfetting of the craft employed to 
bring them on (hore. 

Ordered^ That the faid petition be referred to Mr. 
Parker, Mr. Watts, and' Mr. Coffin, that they do exa- 
mine the matter thereof, and report the fame, with their 
opinion thereupon, to the Houfe. 

Ordered^ That the report of the Secretary at War, on 
the petition of Peter Covenhoven, which was made to 
this Houfe on the twenty-firft of February, one thou- 
fand feven hundred and ninety-three, be referred to a 
committee of the whole Houfe to-morrow. 

And then the Houfe adjourned until to-morrow 
morning eleven o'clock* 
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TUESDAY, the nth of November, 1794. 
Two other members, to wit ; from Maflachufctts, 
Shearjafhub Bourne } and from New-York, Peter Van 
Gaalbeck, appeared, and took their feats in.theHoufe. 
The Speaker laid before the Houfe, a letter from 
James White, inclofing the credentials of his appoint- 
ment, as a reprefentaiive of the territory of the United 
States fouth of the river Ohio, in the Congrefs of the 
United States, according to the ordinance of Congrefs 
of the thirteenth of July, one tboufand feven hundred 
and eighty-feven, which were read, and ordered to 
be referred to Mr. Baldwin, Mr. Gilbert, Mr. Walker, 
Mr. Swift, and Mr. Jeremiah Smith, with inftrudion to 
examine the matter thereof, and report the fame, with 
their opinion thereupon, to the Houfe. 

Mr. Boudinot, from the committee appointed toexa^ 
mine the Journal of the laft feiBon, and to report there- 
from all fuch matters of bufinefs as were then depend- 
ing and undetermined ; and alfo to examine and report 
fuch laws of the United States as have expired, or will 
expire before the next fefEon, made a report in part, 
which was read, aud ordered to lie on the table. 

Mr. Dayton, from the commitee of eledions, to whom 
was referred the letter from the governor of Maryland^ 
together with the return of the elecUon of Gabriel Da* 
vail, to ferve as one of the members of this Houfe for 
the faid (late, in the room of John Francis Mercer, who 
has refigned his feat, made a report, which he delivered 
in at the Clerk's table, where the fame was read, as fol« 
loweth : 

That it appears from a certificate figned by the to- 
vernor of the ftate of Maryland, in council, and under 
the feal of the faid (late, that Gabriel Duvall was duly 
eleded to ferve in the Houfe of Reprefentatives of the 
United States, in the place of John Frands Mercer, 
who had refigned his feat. 

That the refignation of the faid John Frands Mercer 
appears from his letter dated the thirteenth of April, 
one thoufand feven hundred and ninety-four, dircfted 
to the governor of Maryland. 
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Refolvedj That in the opinion of the committee, Ga* 
briel Duvall is entitled to take a feat in the Houfe, as 
one of the reprefentatives for the ftate of Maryland, in 
the (lead of John Francis Mercer. 

The faid refolution was again read, and on the 
queftion put thereupon, agreed to by the Houfe. 

Mr. Duvall then appeared ; and the oath to fupporc 
the conflitution of the United States, being adminiftered 
to him by Mr. Speaker, according to law, he took his 
feat in the Houfe, as one of the reprefentatives for the 
flate of Maryland, in the room of John Francis Mercer. 

Ordered^ That the report of the committee appointed 
to prepare and report fuch (landing rules and orders of 
proceeding, as are proper to be obferved in this Hoiife, 
which was made on .the fevcnth of January la(l, be 
committed to a committee of the whole Houfe to-mor- 
row. 

The order of the day was further podponed until to* 
morrow. 

And then the Houfe adjourned until to-morrow morn- 
ing eleven o'clock. 

WEDNESDAY, the 12th of November, 1794. 

Another member, to wit ; Carter B. Harrifon, frdni 
Virginia, appeared, and took his feat in the Houfe. 

A memorial of Andrew Taylor, of Ulftcr county, in 
the (late of New- York, was prefented to the Houfe, and 
read, praying the liquidation and fettlement of a claitn 
for his fcrvices as a deputy quarter-mader in the army 
of the United States, during the late war. 

Ordered^ That the faid memorial be referred to the 
Secretary of the Treafury, with inllru£lion to examine 
the fame, and report his opinion thereupon, to the 
Houfe. 

A petition of Samuel Emery, of the city of Phila- 
delphia, merchant, was prefented to the Houfe and read, 
praying that a new regifter may be granted in the cafe 
of the brig Lucy, an American bottom, which was fold 
in the year 1 792, to a perfon not a citizen of the United 
States; it being omitted in the bill of fale of the faid 
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brig, to infert a copy of the regifter, in confeqaence of 
which omiflion, the Colledor'of the port of Philadd* 
phia conceives himfelf unauthorized to grant a new 
regifter. 

Ordered^ That the faid petition do lie on the table. 

The Houfe, according to the order of the daj, re- 
folved itfelf into a committee of the whole Home on 
the report of the committee appointed to prepare and 
report fuch ftanding rules and orders of proceeding as 
are proper to be obferved in this Houfe ; and after fome 
time fpent therein^ Mr. Speaker refumed the chair, and 
Mr. Trumbull reported, that the committee had, accord* 
ing to order, had the faid report under confideration, 
and made feveral amendments thereto, which he deli- 
vered in at the Clerk's table. 

Ordered^ That the faid report, with the amendments, 
do lie on the table. 

The order of the day was further poftponed until td* 
morrow. 

And then the Houfe adjourned until to-morrow morn- 
ing eleven o'clock. 

THURSDAY, the 13th of November, 1794. 

Two other members, to wit ; Andrew Gregg, and 
Daniel Heifter, from Pennfylvania, appeared, and took 
their ieats in the Houfe. 
On motion. 

Ordered^ That the Clerk of this Houfe caufe the 
members to be furnifhed, during the prefent fefEon, with 
three newfpapers, printed in this city, fuch as the mem- 
bers, refpedively, ihall chufe, to be delivered at their 
lodgings* 

A petition of George Campbell, of the ftate of Ma- 
ryland, was prefented to the Houfe and read, praying 
compenfation for his fervices as a captain of artificers, 
in the army of the United States, during the late war. 

Ordered^ That the faid petition do lie on the table. 

The Speaker laid before the Houfe, a letter from the 
Treafurer of the United States^ accompanying his ac- 
count of receipts and expenditures for the war depart-

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ment, from the firft day of April to the thirtieth day of 
June, one thoufand feven hundred and ninety-four, in- 
clufive, which were read, and ordered to lie on the 
table. 

The Houfe proceeded to ccnfider the amendments, 
reported yefterday, from the committee of the whole 
Houfe, to whom was referred the report of the commit- 
tee appointed to prepare and report fuch (landing rules 
and orders of proceeding as are proper to be obferved 
in this Houfe ; and the faid amendments being twice 
read at the Clerk's table, were, on the queftion feverally 
put thereupon, agreed to by the Houfe. 

The faid report, as amended, being then again read, 
and further amended at the Clerk's table : 

Refolvedj That the following be ellablifhed as the 
ftanding rules and orders of this Houfe, to wit : 

Standing Rules and Orders of the Houfe of Reprefentativcs 

of the United States. 
First, — touching the duty of the Speaker. 

He (hall take the Chair every day, at the hour to 
which the Houfe (hall have adjourned on the preced- 
ing day ; (hall immediately call the members to order, 
and, on the appearance of a quorum, (hall caufe the 
journal of the preceding day to be read. 

He (hall preferve decorum, and order ; may fpeak to 
points of order, in preference to other members, ri(ing 
from his feat for that purpofe, and (hall decide quef- 
tions of order^ fubjeft to an appeal to the Houfe. by any 
two members. 

He (hall rife to put a quedion, but may (late it (itting. 

Queftions (hall be diflindly put in this form, to wit : 
^' As many as are of opinion that (as the que(lion may 
be) fay Ay :" and after the affirmative voice is exprefled, 
— ** As many as are of a contrary opinion, fay No.*' 
Jf the Speaker doubts, or a divi(ion be called for, the 
Houfe (hall divide; thofe in the affirmative of the 
queftion, (hall (irft rife from their feats, and afterwards 
xhofe in the negative : If the Speaker (till doubts, or a 
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count be required, the Speaker Ihall name two members, 
one from each fide, to tell the numbers in the affirma- 
tive, which bdng reported, he (hall then name two 
others, one from each fide, to tell thofe in the nega- 
tive ; which being alfo reported, he ihall rife, and (late 
the decifion to the Houfe. 

AH committees fhall be appointed by the Speaker, un« 
lefs otherwife fpecially directed by the Houfe, In which 
cafe they fhall be appointed by ballot ; and if upon fuch 
ballot, the number required (ball not be elected bv a 
majority of the votes given, the Houfe (hall proceed to 
a fecond ballot, in which a plurality of votes (hall pre- 
vail ; and in cafe a greater number ihan are required 
to compofe or complete the committee (hall have an 
equal number of votes, the Houfe ihall proceed to a 
further ballot or ballots. 

In all cafes of ballot by the Houfe, the Speaker (hall 
vote ; in other cafes he (ball not vote, unlets the Houfe 
be equally divided, or unlefs his vote, if given to the mi* 
nority, will make the divifion equal, and in cafe of fuch 
equal divifion, the queftion (hall be loft. 

All acls, addre(res, and joint refolutions (hall be figned 
by the Speaker, and all writs, warrants, or fubpcenas if« 
fusd by order of the Houfe, (ball be under his fiand and 
feal, atteftedby the Clerk. 

In cafe of any difturbance or diforderly condud in the 
gallery or lobby, the Speaker, (or Chairman of the com« 
mittee of the whole Houfe) (hall have power to order the 
fame to be cleared. 

Secondly, — Of Decorum and Debate. 

When any member is about to fpeak in debate, or de« 
liver any matter to the Houfe, he (hall life from his 
feat, and refpeftfuUy addrefs himfelf to Mr. Speaker. 

If any member, in fpeaking, or otherwife, tranfgrefs 
the rules of the Houfe, the Speaker (hall, or any member 
may call to order ; in uhich cafe the member fo called 
to order, fliall immediately fit down, unlefs permitted 
to explain, and the Houfe (hall, if appealed to, decide 
on the cafe, but without debate : If there be no appeal. 
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the decifioB of the Chair fliall be fubmitted to : If the 
decifion be in favor of the member called to order, he 
ihall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwife, and the cafe 
require it» he (hall be liable to the cenfure of the Houfe. 

When tDiro or more members happen to rife at once, 
the Speaker fliall name the member who is firft to fpeak. 

No member fliall fpeak more than twice to the fame 
queftion, without leave of the Houfe ; nor more than 
once, until every member choofing to fpeak, fliall have 
fpoken. 

Whilft the Speaker is putting any queftion, or ad- 
drefling the Houfe, none fliall walk out of, or acrofs 
the Houfe ; nor either in fuch cafe, or when a mem- 
ber is fpeaking, fliall entertain private difcourfe ; nor 
whilft a member isfpeaking, fliall pafs between him and 
the Chair. 

No member fliall vote on any queftion, in the event 
of which he is immediately and particularly intcrefted ; 
or in any other cafe where he was not preftrnt when the 
queftion was put. 

Upon a divifion and count of the Hoqfe on any quet 
tion, no member without the bar fliall be counted. 

Every member who fliall be in the Houfe when a 
queftion is put, fliall give his vote, unlefs the Houfe, for 
fecial reafons, fliall excufe him. 

When a motion is made and feconded, it fliiall be ftated 
by the Speaker, or being in writing, it fliall be handed 
to the chair, and read 2ou4 by the Clerk, before de- 
bated. 

Every motion fliall be reduced to writing, if the 
Speaker or any member defire it. 

After a motion is ftated by the Speaker, or read by 
the Clerk, it fliall be deemed to be in pofleflion of the 
Houfe, but may be withdrawn at any time before a de- 
cifion or amendment. 

When a queftion is under debate, no motion fliall be 
received, unlels to amend it, to commit it, for the pre- 
vious queftion, to ppftpone it to a day certsun, or to 
adjounu 
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A modon to adjourn fhall be always in order, and 
fliall be decided without debate. 

The previous queftion (hall be in this fornit *^ Shall 
the msun queftion be now put V h Ihall only be ad« 
mitted when demanded by five members ; and until it 
is decided, fliall preclude all amendment and further 
debate of the main queftion. 

On a previous queftion, no member fliall fpeak more 
than once without leave. 

Any member may call for the divifion of a queftion, 
where the fenfe will admit of it. 

A motion for commitment, until it is decided, fliall 
preclude all amendment of the main queftion. 

Motions and reports, may be committed at the plea* 
fure of the Houfe. 

Mo new motion or propofition fliall be admitted under 
colour of amendment, as a fubftitute for the motion or 
propofition under debate. 

When the reading of a paper is called for, which had 
before been read to the HouJfe, and the fame is objefied 
to by any member, it fliall be determined by a vote of 
the Houfe. 

The unfiniflied bufinefs in which the Houfe was en* 
gaged at the time o£ the laft adjoummeot, fliall have 
the preference in the orders of the day ; and no motion 
on any other bufinefs, fliall be received, without fpecial 
leave of the Houfe, until the former is difpofed oL . . 

In all other cafes of ballot, than for committees, a 
majority of the votes given fliall be neceflary to an elec- 
tion ; and when there fliall not be fuch majority on the 
firft ballot, the ballot fliall be repeated until a majority 
be obtained. 

In all cafes when others than members of the Houfe 
may be eligible, there fliall be a previous nomination. 

if a queftion depending be loft by adjournment of the 
Houfe, and revived on the fucceeding day, no member 
who has fpoken twice on the day preceding, fliall be 
permitted again to fpeak without leave. 
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Every order, refolution or vote, to which the con* 
currence of the Senate fliall be neceflary, fliall be read 
to the Houfcy and laid on the table, on a day preceding 
that in which the fame (hail be moved, unlefs the Houte 
fhall otherwife exprefsly allow. 

Petitions, memorials, and other papers, addrefled to 
the Houfe, (hall be prefented by the Speaker, or by a 
member in his place, and (hall not be debated or decided 
on the day of their being firit read, unlefs where the 
Houfe (hall dired oiherwife; but (hall lie on the table, 
to be taken up in the order they were read. 

Any fifteen members (including the Speaker, if there 
is one) fhall be authorifed to compel the attendance of 
abfent members. 

Upon calls of the Houfe, or in taking the yeas and 
nays on any queflion, the names of the members (hall be 
called alphabetically. 

Any member may excufe himfelf from ferving on any 
committee at the time of his appointment, if he is then a 
member of two other committees. 

No member fliall abfent himfelf from the fervice of 
the Houfe, unlefs he have leave, or be fick, and unable 
to attend. 

Upon a call of the Houfe, the names of the members 
(hall be called over by the Clerk, and the abfentees noted; 
after which, the names of the abfentees (hall be again 
called over, the doors (hall then be (hut, and thofe for 
whom no excufe, or infuflScient excufes are made, may, 
by order of the Houfe, be taken into cuftody, as they 
appear, or may be fent for, and taken into cuftody, 
wherever to be found, by fpecial meflengers to be ap- 
pointed for that purpofe. 

When a member (hall be difcharged from cuftody, 
and admitted to bis feat, the Houfe fiiall determine 
whether fuch difcharge (hall be with, or without paying 
fees: and in like manner, whether a delinquent mem* 
ber, taken into cuftody by a fpecial roeflieneer, (hall, 
or fiiall not, be liable to defray the expeufe of fuch fpe* 
cial mefleoger* 
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A Serjeant-at-arms (hall be appointed^ to hold his 
office during the pleafare of the Houfe, whofe duty fiiaU 
be to attend the Houfe during iis fitting; to execute 
the commands of the Houfe, from time to time, either 
by himfelf, or a fpecial meflenger, to be by him ap- 
pointed for that purpofe, together with all fuch procefs 
iflued by authority thereof, as (hall be direAed to him 
by the Speaker. 

The fees of the Serjeant-at-arms (hall be, for every 
arrelt, the fum of two dollars ; for each day's cuftody 
and releafement, one dollar; and for travelling ex« 
penfes of himfclf, or a fpecial meffenger, going and 
returning, one tenth of a dollar per mile. 

Two ftanding committees (hall be appointed, at the 
commencement of each fe(&on, to confift of feven mem* 
bers each, to wit : 

A Committee of Eledions, and 

A Committee of Claims. 

It (hall be the duty of the faid Committee of Elec- 
tions to examine and report upon the certi(icates of elec- 
tion, or other credentials of the members returned to 
ferve in this Houfe, and to take into their confideration 
all fuch petitions and other matters, touching eledion, 
and returns, as (hall or may be prefented, or come in 
queftion, and be referred to them by the Houfe. 

It (hall be the duty of the faid Committee of Gaims, 
to take into confideration all fuch petitions and matters 
or things touching claims or demands on the United 
States, as (hall be prefented, or (hall or may come in 
queftion, and be referred to them by the Houfe, and to 
report their opinion thereupon, together with fuch pro* 
pofitions for relief therein, as to them (hall feem ezpe« 
dient. 

No committee (hall fit, during the fitting of the 
Houfe, without fpecial leave. 

The Clerk of the Houfe (hall take an oath for the true 
and faithful difcharge of the duties of his office, to the 
heft of his knowledge and abilities ; and (hall be deemed 
to continue in office, until another be appointed. 
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It (hall be the duty of the Clerk of the Houfe, at the 
end of each feiSon, to fend a printed copy of the jour- 
nal thereof to the executive, and to each branch of the 
legiflature of every ftate. 

Whenever confidential communicaiions are received 
from the Prefident of the United States, the Houfe 
fhali be cleared of all perfons, except the members and 
its officers, and fo continue during the reading offuch 
communications, and (unlefs otherwife direAed by the 
Houfe) during all debates and proceedings to be bad 
thereon. And when the Speaker, or any other mem* 
ber, fliall inform the Houfe, that he has communi- 
cations to make, \)i>hich he conceives ought to be kept 
fecret, the Houfe (hall, In like manner, be cleared till 
the communication be made ; the Houfe (hall then de- 
termine, whether the matter communicated requires 
fecrecy or not, and take order accordingly. 
Thirdly, — Of Bills. 

Every bill (hall be introduced by motion for leave, 
or by an order of the Houfe, on the report of a commit- 
tee ; and in either cafe, a committee to prepare the fame 
{hall be appointed. In cafes of a general nature, one 
day's notice, at leaft, (hall be given of the motion to 
bring ia a bill ; and every fuch motion may be com- 
mitted. 

Every bill (hall receive three feveral readings in the 
Houfe, previous to its paifage ; and all bills (hall be dif- 
patched in order as they were introduced, unlefs where 
the Houfe (hall direct otherwife ; but no bill (hall be 
twice read on the fame day without fpedal order of the 
Houfe. 

The firft reading of a bill (hall be for inforination, 
and if oppofition be made to it, the queftion (hall be, 
" Shall the bill be rejefted ?" If no oppofition be made, 
or if the queftion to rejed be negatived, the bill (ball go 
to its fecond reading without a queftion. 

Upon the fecond reading of a bill, the Speaker (hall 
ftate it as ready for commitment or engroflment ; and 
if committed, then a queftion Ihall be, whether to a 
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felecl comauttee, or to a committee of the whole Houfe ; 
if to a committee of the whole Houfe, the Hoofe (tall 
determine on what day. But if the bill be ordered to 
be engroifed^ the Home fhail appoint the day when it 
Ihall be read the third time. After commitment and re- 
pon thereof to the Houfe, a bill may be recommitted, 
or at any time before its paflage. 

All bills ordered to be engrofled, fhall be executed iii 
a fair round hand. 

When a bill (hall pafs, it (hall be certified by the Clerks 
noting the day of its paffing^ at the foot thereof. 

Fourthly. — Of Committees of tHe whole House* 

It (hall be a ftanding order of the day, throughout the 
leilion, for the Houfe to refolve itfelf into a committee of 
the whole Houfe on the (late of the Union. 

In forming a committee of the whole Houfe^ the 
Speaker (hall leave his chair, and a Chairman to pre(idci 
in committee, (hall be appointed by the Speaker. 

Upon bills committed to a committee of the whole 
Houfe, the bill (ball be firft read throughout by theClerk, 
and then again read and debated by claufes^ leaving the 
preamble to be laft confidered ; the body of the bill (hall 
.not be defaced or interlined; but all amendmcnts,noting 
the page and line, (ball be duly entered by the Clerk on 
a feparate paper, as the fame (hall be agreed to by the 
committee, and fo reported to the Houfe. After re- 
port, the bill (hall again be fubjed to be debated and 
amended by claufes, before a quelUbn to ehgrofs it be 
takem 

All amendments made to an original motion in com* 
mittee^ ihall be incorporated wiih the motion, and fo 
reported. 

All amendments made to a report committed to a 
committee of the whole Houfe, ihall be noted and re« 
ported as in the cafe of bills. 

All queftions, whether in committee, or in the Houfe, 
(hall be propounded in the order they were moved, ex* 
cept, that in iilling up blanks, the largcft fum and longeft 
time ihall be firft puu 

C 
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No motion or propofition for a tax, or charge upon 
the people, fliali be difcufled the day in which it is made 
or offered, and every fuch propofition (hall receive its 
fir ft difcufliou in a committee of the whole Houfe. 

No fum or quantum of tax or duty, voted by a com« 
mittee of the whole Houre, (hall be increafed in the 
Houfe, until the motion or propofition for fuch increafe 
{hail be fir ft difcuffed and voted in a committee of the 
whole Houfe ; and fo in refped to the time of iis conti- 
nuance. 

All proceedings, touching appropriations of money, 
fliall be firft moved and difcuffed in a committee of the 
whole Houfe. 

The rules of proceeding in the Houfe (hall be obferv- 
ed in committee, fo far as they may be applicable, ex* 
cept that limiting the times of fpeaking. 

No fl.i!:ding rule or order of the Houfe (hall be re- 
fcinded without one day's notice being given of the mo- 
tion therefor. 

Joint Rules and Orders of the two Houses. 

In every cafe of an amendment of a bill agreed to in 
one Houfe, and diffented to in the other, if either Houfe 
(hall requeft a conference, and appoint a committee for 
that purpofe, and the other Houfe (hall alfo appoint a 
committee to confer, fuch committees (ball, at a conve- 
nient hour, to be agreed on by their Chairman, meet 
in the conference chamber, and ftate to each other ver- 
bally, or in writing, as either (hall chufe, the reafons 
of their refpeclive Houfes for and againft the amend- 
ment, and confer freely thereon. 

When a melTage (hall be fent from the Senate to the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives, it (hall be announced at the 
door of the Houfe, by the door-keeper, and (ball be 
refpedfuUy communicated to the Chair, by the perfon 
by whom it may be fent. 

1 he fame ceremony (hall be obferved, when a mtttzgc 
(hall be fent from the Houfe of Reprefentatives to the 
Senate. 
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Meflages fliall be fent by fuch perfons, as a fenfe 
of propriety, in each Houfe, znzy determine to be 
proper. 

While bilk axe on their paflage between the two 
Houfes, they (hall be on paper, and under the figna^ 
ture of the Secretary or Clerk of each Houfe, re* 
fpe£tively. 

After a bill (hall have pafled both Iloufes, it (hall be 
duly inroUed on parchment, by the Clerk of the Houfe 
of Reprefentatives, or the Secretary of the Senate, at 
the bill may have originated in the one or the other 
Houfe, before it (hall be prefented to the Prefident of the 
United States. 

When bills are inrolled, they (hall be examined by 
a joint committee, of one from the Senate, and two 
from the Houfe of Reprefentatives, appointed as a 
(landing committee for that purpofe, who (hall carefully 
compare the inrolment with the engroifed bills, as 
pa(red in the two Houfes, and correcting any errors 
that may be difcovered in the inrolled bills, make their 
report forthwith to the refpedive Houfes. 

After examination and report, each bill (hall be 
(igned in the refpedive Houfes, (irft by the Speaker of 
the Houfe of Reprefentatives, and then by the Pre(ident 
of the Senate. 

After a bill (hall have thus been (igned in each Houfe, 
it (hall be prefented by the faid committee to the Pre- 
fident of the United States, for his approbation, it 
being firft endorfed on the back of the roll, certi- 
fying in which Houfe the fame originated; which 
endorfement fhall be figned by the Secretary or Clerk 
(as the cafe may be) of the Houfe in which the fame 
did originate, and fhall be entered on the journal of 
each Houfe. The faid committee (hall report the day 
of prefentation to the Prefident, which time fhall alfo 
be carefully entered on the journal of each Houfe. 

All orders, refolutions, and votes, which are to be 
prefented to the Prefident of the United States, for his 
approbation, fhall alfo in the fame manner, be previoufly 
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inrolled, examined, and figned, and fliall be prefented 
in the fame manner, and by the fame committee, as pro- 
vided in cafe of bilk. 

When the Senate, and Houfe of Reprefentatives ihall 
judge it proper to make a joint addrefs to the Prefident, 
it (hall be prefented to him in his audience chamber, 
\>y the Prefident of the Senate, in the prefence of the 
Speaker, and both Hoofes^ 

The Houfe, according to the order of the day, re- 
fplved itfelf into a committee of the whole Houie, on 
the report of the Secretary at War, on the petition of 
Peter Covenhoven ; and after fome time fpent therein, 
Mr. Speaker refumed the chair, and Mr. Trumbull re- 
ported, that the committee had, according to order, 
had the faid report under confideration, and come to a 
refolution thereupon, which he delivered in at the 
Clerk's table, where the fame was twice read, and on 
(he queftion put thereupon, agreed to by the Houfe, as 
followeth : 

Refolved^ That there be allowed to Peter Covenho- 
Ten, the fum of dollars, in full for his 

(expenfes attending the cure of a wound recdyed near 
fort Schuyler, during the late war. 

Ordered^ That a bill or bills be brought in, purfoant 
to the faid refolution, and that Mr. Beatty, Mr. Blount, 
and Mr. Holten do prepare and bring in the fame. 

And then the Houfe adjourned until to-morrow 
morning eleven o'clock^. 

FRIDAY, the 14th of November, 1794* 
Several other members, to wit ; from Maifachufetts, 
Samuel Dexter \ from Virginia, Abraham Venable ; and 
from Kentucky, Alexander p. Orr, appeared, and took 
their feats in the Houfe«. 

Mr, Baldwin, from the committee to whom was re- 
ferred the letter from James White, inclofing the cre- 
dentials of his appointment as a reprefentative of the 
territory of the United States, fouth of the river Ohio, 
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made 2 report, which was read, and ordered to be com* 
mitted to a committee of the whole Houfe, on Monday 
next. 

Ordered^ That a Committee of Claims be appointed, 
purfuant to the Aanding rales and orders of the Houfe; 

And a committee was appointed of Mr. Tracey, Mr. 
Fofter, Mr. Malbone, Mr. Montgomery, Mr. Heath, 
Mr. Chriftie, and Mr. Mebane. 

And then the Houfe adjourned until Monday morn« 
ing, eleven o'clock. 

MONDAY, the lytlr of November, 1794. 

Two other members, to wit; from Rhode-Ifland, 
Benjamin Bourne ; and from South-Carolina, Andrew 
Pickens, appeared, and took their feats in the Houfe. 

A petition of Pierre Egron, was prefented to the 
Houfe and read, praying the patronage of Ccngrefs^ 
and an exemption from poftage, in aid of a literary 
work which he is now profecuting. 

Ordered^ That the faid petition do lie on the table. 

A petition of Joab Stafford, of the county of Harke- 
mer, in the (late of New-Tork, was prefented to the 
Houfe and read, praying to be allowed an airearage 
of penfion due to him as a captain in the armv of the 
United States, during* the late war, or fuch otner com- 
penfation in Ueu thereof, as to the wifdom of Congrefs 
iball feem meet. 

Ordered^ That the faid petition, together with the 
petition of George Campbell, which lay on the table, be 
referred to the committee of claims. 

The Houfe, according to the order of the dav, re- 
folved itfelf into a committee of the whole Hou£s, on 
the report of the committee to whom was referred the 
letter from James White, together with the credentials 
of his appointment as a reprefentative of the territory 
of the United States fouth of the river Ohio ; and after 
feme time fpent therein, Mr. Speaker refumed the chair, 
and Mr. Trumbull reported, that the committee had, 
according to order, had the faid report under confidera- 
tion, and made no amendment thereto. 
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Ordered^ That the faid report do lie on the table. 
And then the Houfe adjourned until to-morrow 
morning eleven o'clock* 

TUESDAY, the i8th of November, 1794. 

Another member, to wit ; Theodore Sedgwick, from 
Maflachufetts, appeared, and took his feat in the Houfe. 

A memorial of James Crawford, of the city of Phila- 
delphia, merchant, was prefented to the Houfe and read, 
praying that a new regifter may be granted in the cafe 
of the brig Betfey, an American bottom/ taken by the 
Britifh at Saint Pierre's in the ifland of Martinique, in 
the month of February lad ; the faid brig being con- 
demned, and her original regifter detained by the cap- 
tors. 

Ordered^ That the faid memorial, together with the 
petition of Samuel Emery, which lay on the table, be 
referred to Mr. Fitzfimons, Mr. Goodhue, and Mr. Cad* 
walader, that they do examine the matter thereof, and 
report the fame, with their opinion thereupon, to the 
Houfe. 

The Houfe proceeded to confider the report of the 
committee on the letter from James White, inclofing 
the credentials of his appointment as a reprefeniative 
of the territory of the United States fouth of the river 
Ohio, to which the committee of the whole Houfe re- 
ported no amendment : Whereupon, 

The faid report being again read at the Clerk's table, 
was, on the queftion put thereupon, agreed to by the 
Houfe, as foUoweth : 

That by the ordinance for the government of the ter. 
ritory of the United States north-weft of the river Ohio, 
feAion 9, it is provided, '* that fo foon as there fhall 
be five thoufand free made inhabitants of full age in the 
diftrifl, upon giving proof thereof to the governor, 
they fhall receive authority to eled reprefentatives to 
reprefent them in a general affembly}" and by the 
1 2th fe£lion of the ordinance, *^ as foon as a legiflature 
fhall be formed in the diflrid, the council and houfe af* 
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fembled in one room (hall have authority, by joint bal- 
ioty to eled a delegate to Congrefs, who (hall have 2 
feat in Congrefs, with a right of debating^ but not of 
voting, during this temporary government." Full effeft 
is given to this ordinance by act of Congrefs, Auguft 7, 

J789. 

That by the deed of ceflion of the territory fouth of 
the river Ohio, to the United States, in the fourth ar- 
ticle it is alfo provided, ^^ that the inhabitants of the 
laid territory ihall enjoy all the privileges, benefits and 
advantages fet forth in the ordinance of the late Con- 
grefs for the government of the weftern territory ; that 
is to fay, Congrefs (hall aflume the government of the 
faid territory, which they (hall execute in a manner 
fimilar to that which they fupport in the territory weft 
of the Ohio, and (hall never bar or deprive them of 
any privilege which the people in the territory weft of 
the Ohio enjoy." 

The ceilion on thefe conditions was accepted by aft 
of Congrefs on the 2d of April 1790. 

By an zSt pafled the 26th May i79o» for the go- 
vernment of the territory of the United States fouth 
of the river Ohio, it is enabled, ^* that the inhabitants 
(hall enjoy all the privileges, benefits and advantages 
fet forth in the ordinance of the late Congrefs; for the 
government of the territory of the United States north- 
weft of the river Ohio. And the government of the 
faid territory fouth of the Ohio, (hall be fimilar to that 
which is now exercifed in the territory north-weft of the 
river Ohio ; except fo far as is otherwife provided in 
the conditions expreded in an z(t of Congrefs of the 
prefent feflion, intituled, '* An a£l to accept a ceffion 
of the claim of the ftate of North-Carolina to a certain 
diftrid of weftern territory." The committee are of 
opinion, that James White, has been duly eleded as de- 
legate from the territory of the United States fouth of 
the Ohio, on the terms of the foregoing ads : they there- 
fore fubmit the following refolution. 
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Re/olveJ, That James White be admitted to a feat iit 
this Houfcy as a delegate from the territory of the 
United States fouth of the river Ohio, \rith a right of 
debating, but not of voting. 

A medage from the Senate^ bj Mr. Otis their Secre- 
tary. 

Mr. Speaker — I am direded to inform this Houfe, 
that a quorum of the Senate is aflembledy and ready 
to proceed to bufinefs : And then he withdrew. 

Ordered^ That the petition of Pierre Egron, which 
lay on the table, be referred to Mr. William Smith, Mr. 
Murray, and Mr. Madifon, that they do examine the 
matter thereof, and report the fame, with their opi^ 
nion thereupon, to the Houfe. 

A mefTage from the Senate, by Mr* Otis their Secre- 
tary. 

Mr. Speaker — ^The Senate have appointed a commit- 
tee on their part, jointly with fuch committee as may be 
appointed on the part of this Houfe, to wait on the 
Prefident of the United States, and inform him, that a 
quorum of the two Houfes is aflembled, and ready to 
receive any communications he may think proper to 
make to them : And then he withdrew. 

Ordered^ That Mr. Boudinot, Mr. Dearborn, and Mr. 
Oilman, be appointed a committee on the part of this 
Houfe, for the purpofe expreifed in the mefiage from 
the Senate. 

On motion, 

Refolved^ That two chaplains of different denomina- 
tions, be appointed to Congrefs, for the prefent feilxon, 
one by each Houfe, to interchange weekly. 

Ordered^ That the Clerk of this Houfe do carry thd 
faid refolution to the Senate, and defire their concur* 
rence. 

Mr. Boudinot, from the joint committee appointed to 
wait on the Prefident of the United States and notify 
him, that a quorum of the two Houfes is aflembled, 
and ready to receive any communications he may think 
proper to make to them, reported, that the committee 
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had, according to order, performed that feri'ice, and 
that the Prefident fignified to ihem, that he would 
make a communication to both Houfes of Congrefs, to- 
morrow at twehe o'clock, in the Reprefentatives* 
chamber. 

Ordered^ Tliat a committee be appointed to bring iii 
a bill extending the privilege of franking to Jamet 
White, the delegate from the fouth-weftern territory, 
and making provifion for his compcnfation ; and that 
Mr. William Smith, Mr. Thatcher, and Mr. Macon, be 
the faid committee. 

And then the Houfe adjourned until to-morrow 
morning ele%'en o'clock. 

WEDNESDAY, the 19th of NoveIliber, 1794. 

Another member, to wit ; lliomas Scott, from Penn* 
fylvania, appeared, and took his feat in the Houfe. 

A memorial of Joze Roiz Silva, of the city of New- 
York, merchant, was prefentcd to the Houfe and read^ 
praying that the fum of two thoufand five hundred and 
twenty-one dollars and fixty cents, may be refunded to 
him, it being the difference in the amount of duties on 
a quantity of wines imported by the memorialift, and 
which, through miftake, was exa&ed from him by the 
colIeQor of the port of New- York, beyond the legal 
duties. 

Ordered^ That the faid memorial be referred to Mr« 
Watts, Mr. Coffin, and Mr. Malbone ; that they do ex- 
amine the matter thereof, and report the fame, with 
their opinion thereupon, to the Houfe. 

llie Speaker laid before the Houfe,- a report of the 
commiiEoners for purchafing the public debt, flating 
the amount of their purchafcs and other proceedings 
fmce their report of the fixieenth of December, one 
thoufand feven hundred and ninety-three, which tvas 
read, and ordered to lie on the table. 

Ordered^ I'hat a mefiage be fent to the Senate, tq 
inform them that this Houfe is now ready to atttnd them 
in receiving the conununication from the Piefident of 

D 
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the United States, agreeably to his notification to both 
Houres yefterday ; and that the Clerk of this Houfe do 
go mrh the faid mefTage. 

The Clerk accordingly went with the faid meflage, 
and being returned. 

The Senate attended and took feats in the Houfe ; 
when, both Houfes being afTembled, the Prefident of 
the United States came into the Reprefentatives' cham- 
ber, and addreifed them as foUoweth : 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate, and of 
the House of JUtPHESENTATivEit 

WHEN we call to mind the gracious indulgence of 
Heaven, by which the American People became a na- 
tion ; when we furvey the general profperity of our 
country, and look forward to the riches, power, and 
happinefs, to which it feems deftined ; with the deepeft 
regret do I announce to you, that during your recefs, 
fome of the citizens of the United States have been 
found capable of an infurre£lion. It is due, however, 
to the character of our government, and to its (lability, 
which cannot be fliaken by the enemies of order, freely 
to unfold the courfe of this event. 

During (he feiGon of the year one thoufand feven 
hundred and ninety, it was expedient to exercife the 
legiilative power, granted by the conftitution of the 
United States, ^* to lay and colled excifes/' In a majo- 
rity of the dates, fcarcely an objedion was heard to this 
mode of taxation. In fome, indeed, alarms were at 
firft conceived, until they were banifhed by reafon and 
patriotifm. In the four weftern counties of Pennfylva- 
nia, a prejudice, foftered and embittered by the artifice 
of men, who laboured for an afcendency over the will 
of others, by the guidance of their paffions, produced 
fymptoms of riot and violence. It is well known, that 
Congrefs did not hefitate to examine the complaints, 
which were prefented, and to relieve them, as far as 
juftice dictated, or general convenience would permit, 
^ut the impreffion, which this moderation made on the 
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difcontented, did not correfpond^ with what it dcferved. 
The arts of deluiion were no longer confined to the ef- 
forts of defigning individuals. The very forbearance to 
prefs profecutions was mifinterprcted into a fear of 
urging the execution of the laws ; and aflcciations of 
men began to denounce threats againll the cfScers em* 
ployed. From a belief, that by a more, formal concert, 
their operation might be defeated, certain felf-created 
focieties aiTumed the tone of condemnation. Hence» 
while the greater part of Pennfylvania itfelf were conr 
forming thcmfelves to the ads of excife, a few coun- 
ties were refolved to fruftrate them. It was now per- 
ceived that every expedation from the tendernefs which 
had been hitherto purfued, was unavailing, and that 
further delay could only create an opinion of impotency 
or irrefolution in the government. Legal procefs was, 
therefore, delivered to the marflial, againfl the rioters 
and delinquent diftiilers. No fooner was he uuderftood 
to be engaged in this duty, than the vengeance of armed 
men was aimed at bis perfon, and the perfon and pro- 
perty of the infpedor of the revenue. They fired 
upon the marfhal, arrefted him, and detained him for 
fome time, as a prifoner. He was obliged by the jeo- 
pardy of his life, to jenounce the fervice of other pro- 
cefs, on the weft fide of the Allegheny mountain ; and 
a deputation was afterwards fent to him to demand a 
furrender of that which he bad ferved.* A numerous 
body repeatedly attacked the houfe of the infpedor,— * 
feized his papers of ofHce, — and finally deftroyed by 
fire, his . buildings, and whatfoever they containea. 
Both of thefe officers, from a juft regard to their fafety, 
fled to the feat of government ; it being avowed, that 
the motives to fuch outrages were to compel the refig- 
nation of the infpedor — to withftand by force of arnu 
the authority of the United States, and thereby to extort 
a repeal of the laws of excife, and an alteration in the 
conduct of government. 

Upon the teftimony of thefe fads, anaflbdatejuflice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States notified to 
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me, that " in the counties of Wafliington and Allegheny 
in Pennfylvania, laws of the United States were oppofed, 
and the execution thereof obftruded by combinations, 
too powerful to be fuppreflfed by the ordinary courfe of 
judicial proceedings, or by the powers veiled in the 
marfhal of that diftrift." On this call, momentous in 
the extreme, I fought and weighed, what might beft 
fubdue the crifis. On the one hand, the judiciary was 
pronounced to be ftripped of its capacity to enforce 
the laws : crimes, which reached the very exiftencc of 
focial order, were perpetrated without controul ; — the 
friends of government were infulted, abufed, and over- 
awed into iilence, or an apparent acquiefcence ; and to 
yield to the treafonable fury of fo fmall a portion of the 
United States, would be to violate the fundamental 
principle of our conftitution, which enjoins that the 
will of the majority (hall prevail. On the other, to 
array citizen againft citizen — to publifh the diihonor 
of fuch excefles — to encounter the expenfe, and other 
embarraffments of fo diftant an expedition, were fteps 
too delicate, — too clofely interwoven with many affeft- 
ing confidcrations, to be lightly adopted. I poftponed, 
therefore, the fummoning of the militia immediately 
into the field, fiut I required them to be held in rea- 
dinefs, that if my anxious endeavours to reclaim the 
deluded, and to convince the malignant of their danger, 
fhould be fruitlefs, military force might be prepared 
to a^, before the feafon fhould be too far advanced. 

My proclamation of the 7 th of Auguft laft was ac- 
cordingly iffued, and accompanied by the appointment 
of Commilfioners, who vv^ere charged to repair to the 
fcene of infurreftion. They wert authorifed to confer 
with any bodies of men, or individuals. They were in- 
ftrucled to be candid and explicit, in ftating the fenfa- 
tions, which had been excited in the Executive, and 
his earnefl wifii to avoid a refcrt to coercion. To re- 
prefent, however, that v/ithout fubmiflion, coercion 
mujl be the refort ; but to invite them, at the fame time, 
lo return to the demeanor of faithful citizens, by fuch 
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accommodations as hy mthin the fphere of execadve 
power. Pardon too, was tendered to them by the go* 
vemment of the United States, and that of Pennfylva- 
nia, upon no other condition, than a fatisfadory aflur- 
ance of obedience to the laws. 

Although the report of the Commiffioners marks their 
firmnefs and abilities, and muft unite all virtuous men, 
by fliewing, that the means of conciliation have been 
exhaufted, all of thofe who had committed or abetted 
the tumults, did not fubfcribe the mild form, which 
was propofed, as the atonement ; and the indications of 
a peaceable temper were neither fulEciently general, 
nor conclufive, to recommend or warrant, the farther 
fufpenfion of the march of the militia. 

Thus, the painful alternative could not be difcarded. 
I ordered the militia to march, after once more admo- 
nifhing the infurgents, in my proclamation of the 25th 
of September laft. 

It was a taik too difficult to afcertain with precifion, 
the lowed degree of force, competent to the quelling of 
the infurredion. From a refpeft, indeed, to oeconomy, 
and the eafe of my fellow citizens belonging to the 
militia, it would have gratified me to accompiifh fuch 
an eftimate. My very reludlance to afcribe too much 
importance to the oppofition, had its extent been accu- 
rately feen, would have been a decided inducement to 
the fmalleft efficient numbers. In this uncertainty, 
therefore, I put into motion fifteen thoufand men, as 
being an army, which, according to all human calcu- 
lation, would be prompt, and adequate in every view ; 
and might perhaps, by rendering refiftance defperate, 
prevent the effufion of blood. Quotas had been affigned 
to the ftates of New-Jerfey, Pennfylvania, Maryland, 
and Virginia ; the governor of Pennfylvania having de- 
clared on this occafion, an opinion which juflified a 
requifition to the other ftates. 

As commander in chief of the militia, when called 
into the aftual fervice of the United States, I have vifited 
the places of general rendezvous, to obtain more exaft 
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information, and to dire£b a plan for ulterior movements. 
Had there been room for a perfuafion, that the laws 
were fecure from obftru&ion ; that the civil magiftrate 
was able to bring to juftice fuch of the mod: culpable, 
as have not embraced the profered terms of amnefty, 
and may be deemed fit objefts of example ; that the 
friends to peace and good government were not in need 
of that aid and countenance, which they ought always 
to receive, and I truft, ever will receive, againft the 
vicious and turbulent, I fhould have caught with avidity 
the opportunity of reftoring the militia to their fiimilies 
and home. But fucceeding intelligence has tended to 
manifefl: the neceflity of what has been done ; it being 
now confeffed by thofe who were not inclined to ex- 
aggerate the ill*condu£t of the infurgents, that their 
malevolence was not pointed merely to a particular law ; 
but that a fpirit, inimical to all order, has aduated many 
of the oiFenders. If the ftate of things had afforded 
rcafon for the continuance of my prefence with the 
army, it would not have been withholden. But every 
appearance affuring fuch an iflfue, as will redound to 
the reputation and (Irength of the United States, I have 
judged It moft proper, to refume my duties at the feat of 
government, leaving the chief command with the go* 
vernor of Virginia. 

Still, however, as it is probable, that in a commotion 
like the prefent, whatfoever may be the pretence, the 
purpofes of mifchief and revenge may not be laid afide, 
the ilationing of a fmall force for a certain period in 
the four weftern counties of Pennfylvania will be in- 
difpenfable, whether we contemplate the fituation of 
thofe, who are conneded with the execution of the 
laws, or of others who may have expofed themfelves 
by an honorable attachment to them. Thirty days 
from the commencement of this feflion, being the legal 
limitation of the employment of the militia, Congrels 
cannot be too early occupied with this fubjed. 

Among the difcuflions, which may arife from this 
afped of our affairs, and from the documents which 
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will be fubmitted to Congrefs, it will not efcape thdr 
obfervation, that not only the infpedor of the revenue^ 
but other officers of the United States, in Pennfylvania^ 
have, from their fidelity in the difcharge of their func* 
tions, fuftained material injuries to their property. The 
obligation and policy of indemnifying them are ftrong 
and obvious. It may alfo merit attention, whether 
policy will not enlarge this provifion to the retribution 
of other citizens, who, though not under the ties oi 
office, may have fuffisred damage by their generous ex* 
ertions for upholding the conftitution and the laws. 
The amount, even if all the injured were included, 
would not be great ; and on future emergencies, the 
government would be amply repaid by the influence 
of an example, that he, who incurs a lofs in its defence, 
ihall find a recompence in its liberality. 

While there is caufe to lament, that occurrences of 
this nature ihould have difgraced the name, or inter* 
rupted the tranquility of any part of our community, 
or ihould have diverted to a new application, any por- 
tion of the public refources, there are not wanting real 
and fubftantial confolations for the misfortune. It has 
demonftrated, that our profperity refts on folid found* 
ations; by fumifliing an additional proof, that my 
fellow citizens underftand the true principles of go* 
vernment and liberty : — that they feel their infeparable 
union: — that notwithftanding all the devices which 
have been ufed to fway them from their intereft and 
duty, they are now as ready to maintain the authority 
of the laws againft licentious invafions, as they were 
to defend their rights againft ufurpation. It has been 
a fpeftacle, difplaying to the higheft advantage, the 
value of Republican Government, to behold the moft 
and the leaft wealthy of our citizens ftanding in the 
fame ranks as private foldiers, — pre-eminently diftin- 
guifhed by being the army of the conftitution, unde- 
terred by a march of three hundred miles over rugged 
mountains, by the approach of an inclement feafon, or 
by any other difcouragement. Nor ought I to omit to 
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acknowledge the efficacious and patriotic cooperation,- 
which I have experienced from the chief magiftrates 
of the ftatesy to which my requifitions have been ad* 
dreffed. 

To every defcription, indeed, of citizens let pnufe 
be given. But let them perfevere in their affectionate 
vigilance over that precious depofitory of American 
happinefs, the conftitution of the United States. Let 
them cheriOi it too, for the fake of thofe, who from 
every clime are daily feeking a dwelling in our land. 
And when in the calm moments of reflection, they 
fliall have retraced the origin and progrefs of the in- 
furreclion, let them determine whether it has not been 
fomented by combinations of men, who, carelefs of 
confequences, and difregarding the unerring truth, that 
thofe who roufe, cannot always appeafe a civil convul- 
fion, have difTeminated, from an ignorance or perverfion 
of fafts, fufpicions, jealoufies, and accufations of the 
whole, government. 

Having thus fulfilled the engagement, which I took^ 
when I entered into office, *^ to the bed of my ability 
to preferve, proteft and defend the conftitution of the 
United States,'' on you. Gentlemen, and the people 
by whom you are deputed, I rely for fupport. 

In the arrangements, to which the poilxbility of a 
fimilar contingency will naturally draw your attention, 
it ought not to be forgotten, that the militia-laws have 
exhibited fuch ftriking defers, as could not have been 
fupplied but by the zeal of our citizens^ Befides the 
extraordinary expenfe and wafce, which are not the 
leaft of the defeds, every appeal to thofe laws is at* 
tended with a doubt on its fuccefs. 

The devifmgand eftablifhing of a well regulated mil!* 
tia, would be a genuine fource of legiflative honor, and 
a perfect title to public gratitude. I, therefore, enter* 
tain a hope, that the prefent feifion will not pafs, with* 
out carrying to its full energy the power of organizing, 
arming, and difciplining the militia ; and thus provid- 
ing, in (he language of the conftitution, for calling 
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them forth to execute the laws of the union, fuppr^ 
infurreCUpns, ^nd repel inv^fiont. 

As auxiliary to the ftate. of our defence^ to which 
Congrefs can never top frequently recur, they will nof 
omit to enquire, whether the fortificaiions, whjch have 
hec^ iSdready liQenfe4 kj law, be oonunenfurate with 
our exigencies. 

llie intelligence from the army under the command 
of general Wayne, is a happy prefage to our military 
operations againft the hojlile Indians north of the Ohio. 
From the advices which have been forwarded, the 
advance which he has made muft have damped the ardor 
of the favagesy and weakened their obftinacy in waging 
war againft the United States. And yet, even at this 
late hour,, when our power to punifh them cannot be 
queftioned, we (hall not be unwilling to cement a lading 
peace, upon terms of candor, equity, and good neigh* 
borhood. 

Towards none of the Indian tribes hav.e overtures of 
friendihip been fpared. The Creeks in particular, are 
covered from encroachment by the interpofition of the 
General Government and that of Georgia. From a 
defire alfo to remove the difcontents of the Six Nations, 
a iettlement, meditated at Prefqu'ifle on Lake Erie, has 
been fufpended ; and an agent is now endeavoring 
to reftify any mifconception, into which they may have 
fallen. But I cannot refrain from again pre0ipg upon 
your deliberations, the plan which I recommended at 
the laft feffion, for the improvement of harmony with 
all the Indians within our limits, by the fixing and con- 
ducing of trading houfes, upon the principles then ex^ 
prefled. 

Gcntkinea of the HovsB of RtPRESEHTATlTlSy 

The time, which has elapfed, fioce the commence* 
ment of our fifcal meafures, has developed our peed- 
niary refources, fo as to open the way for a definitive 
plan for the redemption of the public debt. It is be- 
lieved, that the refult is fuch, as to encourage Gopgreft 

£ 
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to confummate this work, \^ithout delay. Nothing 
can more promote the permanent welfare of the nation, 
and nothing would be more grateful to bur conftituents. 
Indeed whatfoever is unfinimed of our fyftem of public 
credit, cannot be benefited by procraflination ; and as 
far as may be pradicable, we ought to place that 
credit on grounds which cannot be difturbed, and to 
prevent that progreffive accumulation of debt which 
muft ultimately endanger all governments. 

An eftimate of the neceflary appropriations, includ- 
ing the expenditures into which we have been driven 
by the infurredion, will be fubmitted to Congrefs. 

Gcntlonen of the SsNATEy and of 

the House of R£PiLESEMrATiTEt» 

The mint of the United States has entered upon the 
coinage of the precious metals, and confiderable fums 
of defeAive coins and bullion have been lodged with 
the dire&or by individuals. There is a pleafing prof- 
pedl that the inftitution will, at no remote day, realize 
the expectation which was originally formed of its 
utility. 

In fubfequent communications, cert2un circumftances 
of our intercourfe with foreign nations, will be tranf- 
mitted to Congrefs. However, it may not be unfeafon- 
able to announce that my policy in our foreign tranf- 
aClions has been, to cultivate peace with all the world; 
— to obfcrve treaties with pure and abfolute faith ; — 
to check every deviation from the line of impartiality ; — 
to explain what may have been mifapprehended, and 
correal what may have been injurious to any nation ;— 
and having thus acquired the right, to lofe no time in 
acquiring the ability, to infift upon juftice being done 
to ourfelves. 

Let us unite, therefore, in imploring the Supreme 
Ruler of nations, to fpread his holy protection over 
thefe United States : — to turn the machinations of the 
wicked to the confirming of our conftitution :— -to ena- 
ble us 9t all times to root out internal fedition, and 
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put invafion to flight: — to perpetuate to pur countrj 
that profperity, \rhich his goodnefs has already confer- 
red, and to verify the anticipations of this government 
bdng a fafe guard to human rights*

THE Houfe of Reprefentatives calling to mind the 
bleflings enjoyed by the people of the United States, and 
efpecially the happinefs of living under conftitutions 
and laws, which reft on their authority alone, could not 
learn, with other emotions than thofe you have ex- 
prefled, that any part of our fellow citizens ihould 
have (hewn themfelves capable of an infurreclion. And 
we learn, wnth the greateft concern, that any mifre- 
prefentations, whatever, of the government and its pro- 
ceedings, either by individuals or combinations of men, 
fhould have been made, and fo far credited, as tp 
foment the flagrant outrage which has been committed 
on the laws. We feel, with you, the deeped regret at 
fo painful an occurrence in the annals of our country. 
As men, regardful of the tender interefts of humanity, 
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we lookywith grief^at fcenes which might have ftained 
our land with civil blood. At lovers of public order^ 
we lament that it has fuifered To flagrant a violation : 
as zealous friends of republican government, we deplore 
every occaiion, which» in the hands of its enemies, may 
be turned into a calumny againft it. 

This afpe£l of the crifis, however, is happily not the 
only one, which it prefents. lliere is another which 
yields all the confolations which you have drawn from 
it. It has demonftrated to the candid world, as welt 
as to the American people themfelves, that the great 
body of them, every where, are equally attached to the 
luminous and vital principle of our conilitution, which 
enjoins, that the will of the majority (hall prevail ; that 
they underdand the indiffoluble union between true 
liberty and regular government ; that they feel their 
duties no lefs than they are watchful over their rights ; 
that they will be as ready, at all times, to crufli licen« 
tioufnefs, as they have been to defeat ufurpation : in a 
word, that they are capable of carrying into execo« 
tion, that noble plan of felf-government, which they 
have chofen, as the guarantee of their own happinefs, 
and the afylum for that, of all from every clime who 
may wifli to unite their deftiny with ourf. 

Thefe are the ju(( inferences flowing from the promp- 
titude, with which the fummons to the ftandard of the 
laws has been obeyed ; and from the fentiments, which 
have been witnefled, in every defcription of citizens, 
in every quarter of the union. The fpedacle, therefore, 
when viewed in its true light, may well be aflirmed to 
difplay, in equal luftre, the virtues of the American 
character, and the value of republican government. All 
muft particularly acknowledge and applaud the patriot- 
ifm of that portion of citizens, who have freely facrificed 
every thing lefs dear than the love of their country, 
to the meritorious taflc of defending its happinefs. 

In the part which you have yourfelf borne through 
this delicate and diftreflTmg period, we trace the addi- 
tional proofs it has afforded, of your folidtude for rhe 
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public good. Tour laudable and fuccefsful endeavors 
to render lenity in executing the laws conducive to 
their real energy, and to convert tumult into order, 
without the effufion of blood, form a particular title 
to the confidence and praife of your conftituentt. In 
all that may be found neceflary, on our part, to com* 
plete this benevolent purpofe, and to fecure the mi- 
nifters axid friends of the laws, againft the remains of 
danger, our due co-operation will be afforded. 

The other fubje&s, which you have recommended, 
or communicated, and of which feveral are peculiarly 
interefting, will all receive the attention which they de- 
mand. We are deeply imprefled with the importance 
of an eSedual organization of the militia. We rejoice 
at the intelligence of the advance and fuccefs of the army 
under the command of general Wayne, whether we re- 
gard it as a proof of the perfeverance, prowefs and fu« 
periority of our troops, or as a happy prefage to our 
military operations againft the hoftile Indians, and as 
a probable prelude to the eftablifliment of a lafting 
peace, upon terms of candor, equity and good neigh- 
bourhood. We receive it with the greater pleafure, as 
it increafes the probability of fooner reftoring a part of 
the public refources to the defirable objed of reducing 
the public debt. 

We (hall, on this, as on all occafions, be difpofed 
to adopt any meafure, which may advance the fafety and 
profperity of our country. In nothing, can we more 
cordially unite with you, than in imploring the Su* 
preme Ruler of nations, to multiply his bleiEngs on 
thefe United States ; to guard our free and happy con* 
ftitution againft every machination and danger ; and to 
make it the beft fource of public happinefs, by verifying 
its charader of being the beft fafeguard of human 
rights.

I feel alfo great fatisfadion in learning, that the other 
fubjecls which I have communicated or recommended, 
will meet with due attention ; that you are deeply im* 
preifed with the importance of an cfiedual organization 
of the miiitia ; and that the advance and fuccefs of the 
army under the command of general Wayne, is re- 
garded by you, no lefs than my^If« as a proof of the 
perfeverance, prowefs, and fuperiority of our troops.
